stant, only they manifested it in 
a different way. Il suppose that 
is one reason why God does not 
biess His people ariy more than 
He does. We get some kind of 
a notion (surely not a Divine re- 
velation) that “i am right, and 
I will have my way about it.” 

Samnel told Saul that “rebel- 
lion is as the sin of witchcraft, 
and stubbornness is as iniquity 
and idolatry.” How the Lord 
docs waut to bless His people, 
but like Saul, they spare Agag 
and the best of the sheep and 
God’s best thought for them is 
lost. Listen at the words of 
Isaiah, **O that thou hadst heark- 
ened to my commandments! then 
had thy peace been as a river, 
and thy mghteousness as the 
waves of the sea.” 

Sometimes we hear people say 
‘“*T am free,’’ referring to church 
organiazation, not realizing that 
the Lord’s free men are those 
who obey Ohrist and His laws, 
He that said ‘‘Be filled with the 
Spirit,’’ ‘‘Walk in love,’’ and 
‘*Pray without ceasing,” also 
suid ‘“tObey them that have 
rule over you, and submit,” 
and James said “If we offend 
in One point, we are guilty of 
all.” In the law of Ohrist, He 
said “‘obey,”’ “‘submit,’’ ‘Syield.”’ 
Shall we keep one and break the 
other? “If ye love me, ye will 
keep my words,”’ said Jesus. 


Even in the Church of God 
there are those who wish to have 
their own way and are not will- 
ing to come under the rule of 
those who have been appointed 
over them. Then too, you will 
find those who become what we 
call broad-minded. There is such 
a thing as being broad-minded or 
narrow minded in its right place 
and itis justifiable either way. 
But there is such a thing as 
getting so broad-minded that we 
will get to be a kind of spiri- 
tual pantheon. 

A pantheon is a temple dedi- 
cated. to, all the gods. In other 
words, they bring them all in so 
they will be sure to get the right 
one. 


Zimri was not a _ pantheist 

hitherto, but some pretty mid- 
ianitish women captured him 
and he became so broad-minded 
that he was not willing to obey 
his law giver (Moses) and wor- 
ship one God only and keep 
His laws. Moses’ laws were too 
straight and narrow. He did 
not believe in being dictated to 
by one man (Moses,) when he 
persumed to take the authority 
over him. In fact he believed 
in what the patriotic followers 
of the ‘‘Barleycorn League’”’ call- 
ed ‘*Personal Liberty.” 
“This business of 
having to write a monthly re- 
port and send to headquarters is 
going too far. All the money is 
going to headquarters and there 
isn’t anvbody that knows what 
becomes of it when it gets there. 
They are not helping anybody 
but those people in Tennessee. 
I don’t believe in being dictated 
to as to where I should put my 
tithes. Lam going to put them 
where I please.’’ Personal lib- 
erty—every man doing that which 
is right in his own eyes. 

The books of Josephus are not 
considered in spirit as the Bible, 
but they are of great value among 
Bible students. I wish to quote 
wu few words from ‘‘Anti-quities 
of the Jews.”’ . You may judge

When brought before the coun- 
cil, listen at his defense, ‘Bat 
Zimri arouse up after him( Moses) 
and said ‘‘Yes, indeed, Moses, 
thou art at liberty to make use 
of such laws as thou art so fond 
of and hast, by accustoming 
thyself to them, made them firm; 
otherwise, if things had not been 
thus, thou hadst often been pun- 
ished before now, and  hadst 
known that the Hebrews(or those 
broad-minded brethren who did 
not wish to be imposed upon by 
their overseer) are not casily put 
upon; but thou shalt not have me 
(He did not seem to realize that 
it was not Moses he was resisting 
but God) one of thy followers in 
thy tyrannical commands, . (How 
about this spirit among some of 
the brethern today?) for thou 
dost nothing else hitherto, but 
under pretence of laws, (in other 
words, ‘‘Moses you are making 
laws of your ownand not of God— 
to set up yourself as authority 
and leader) and of God, wicked- 
ly impose on us slavery, and 
gain dominion to thyself while 
thou deprivest us of the sweet- 
ness of life, which consists in 
acting according to our own wills, 
and is the right of
